United Siates Dopartment of Agriculturs
gives the following recipe for & good bajjed
custard to be u¥ed In the menu of growe
ing children:

The ingredients are two cupluls
milk, three exgg yoiks, one-gquarter cupful
of sugar, epeck of salt, flavaering

Beat the yolks elightly and add the sugar
and sanlt. Pour the hot milk over this
mixture, stirring constantly. Cook .In a
double boller, stirring until the mixture
thickeus and will form a coating on the
spoon, Cool and flaver. If the custard
curdles, beat with an egx beater

If the whitas of the eggs are to be used,
beat them very stiff and add thres table-
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Place by
spoanfuls on water whioh s hot but not
bolllng. Cover the dish, Test occastonally
by putting n Knife Inte it; wnen it is done
nothing will stick *o the knife Remove
from the %ater ‘With a wire egg beater or
